How It Happened. 

The explosion occurred when there were 
about thirty employés, half of them girls, en- 
gaged in filling shotgun shells on the second 
floor of the factory. The building is a two 
story frame structure about 120x60 feet, and 
stands near the Rock Island tracks four miles 
beyond Blue Island. It is owned by the Haz- 
ard and Dupont powder companies, and these 
two companies and the Oriental, and Laplin 
& Rand companies own powder houses situated 
within 300 feet of the cartridge factories. The 
cartridges are filled by half a dozen ma- 
chines, boys and girls being employed to 
feed powder, shot, and wads into them. 
The machines require but little skill in the 
handling, and in consequence the owners are 
not particular as to who handles them. 

- Yesterday the attendant of one of the ma- 
chines did not show up, and an inexp®rienced 
boy, who had expressed a desire to be per- 
mitted to run one, was put there to handle it. 
About 10 o’clock he struck a snag. The ma- 
chine refused to do its work properly, and the

He was blown quite a dis- 
tance, his head, face, shoulders, and arms 
burned in a shocking manner, and his body 
covered with bruises. His injuries are such 
that he is not expected to recover. 

Another one of the victims not expected to 
recover is Alexander La Moore, who received 
terrible burns about the head and body. Be- 
sides, some of the shells discharged by the 
explosion emptied shot into his back. He was 
in a low condition all the afternoon. 

Mary Marvitz and Lena Schultz, it is feared, 
may also die from the injuries they received. 
Fifty Kegs of Powder Untouched. 

Fourteen-year-old Mark Barney had a close 
call for his life. He was feeding a machine 
that exploded and standing above it. When it 
went off a sheet of flame shot up into his face 
and he was thrown against the ceiling. He re- 
ceived a number of severe burns and was 
badly scorched about the breast and abdo- 
men, 

Three of the girls and four of the boys em- 
ployed on the floor where the explosion oc- 
curred managed to get out with slight 
scratches, These were in the remote end of 
the building, and the powder near them was 
not ignited. There were fifty kegs of powder 
in this part of the structure, but the explosion 
did not affect them, nor did the flames from 
the loose powder extend to them. 

Two versions of the cause of the explosion 
are given. The Superintendent of the works, 
C. E. Willand, is the authority for one. He 
says that Frauk Lau was trying to open a keg 
of powder with a chisel, and that he struck a 
spark with the tool. The other, as previously 
given, comes from those who were at work in 
the shop, and is strengthened by the state- 
ments of La Moore, who was near the ma- 
chines and was himself probably fatally hurt. 

Jas working near the machine that first 
exploded, said little Pauline Roll, as she sat 
swathed in bandages at her home. “I didn’t 
know anything about its breaking down and 
didn’t know the boy was hammering it with a 
chisel. The explosion lifted me off my feet 
and knocked mé down, and the burning pow- 
der hurt my hands and face. I lay on the floor 
till I was picked up and carried out.“ 

Nearly all of those employed in the factory 
live in Blue Island. During the afternoon the 
physicians visited their homes and made a 
more careful examination of their wounds. 
The injuries sustained by John Barney were 
found to be more serious than at first sup- 
posed. His clothes had been burned off and 
he had received numerous lacerations: Sev- 
eral others, too, were found to be in a more 
serious condition, but none of them are so 
badly hurt that they will die. Most of the in- 
jured received severe burns about the face and 
hands and will be well in a week or so. 

Superintendent Willand said the damage to 
the machines would be about $5,000 and to the 
building $500. He tried to belittle the extent 
of the injuries of the victims of the explosion, 
and feared the facts might alarm those who 
would be asked to work for the cartridge co1h- 
pany. The works of this company were 
located on West Lake street, near Clinton 
street, up to last Monday, when they were 
moved out to Blue Island. 


LOST FOR FORTY YEARS. 


Return of a Wisconsin Man Who Was 
Mourned as Dead. 

Rock Isranp, III., Aug. 21.—[{Special.]— 
Rock Island presents a case of romance in 
real life. Two years and ahalf ago there died 
on Rock River, near the Moline bridge, Robert 
Giegg Sr., one of Rock Island County’s old 
citizens. Mr. Gregg came to Rock Island 
when the county was but sparsely settled. He 
left a large family of children at the time of 
his death to comfort his widow, who still sur- 
vives. But the oldest of the family, Hiram, 
never came to Rock Island. While playing 
one day on the shores of Mud Creek, near his 
parents’ home at Savanna, in Steuben County, 
Western New York, he was kidnaped by a 
woman who afterwards stole clothes and shoes 
for him and’ carried him to Wisconsin, where 
she raised him, leading him to believe she was 
his mother and telling him that his father died 
when he was a baby. 

When the boy grew to manhood he married. 
The woman attempted to poison his family 
and fied. The boy’s family, his parents and 
brothers, gave him up for lost soon after he 
disappeared, thinking he had been drowned in 
Mud Creek, where he was last seen. Recently, 
through the work of a man named Lockery, 
who was the paramour of the abductress, the 
relatives here were placed in communication 
with Hiram, who had been given the name of 
Gage, and this correspondence culminated the 
other day in the long-lost son and brother 
coming to Rock Island. Though forty years 
have intervened since he was given up as dead 
to the world, he has been fully identified. He 
is 43 years of age and is located at Richard- 
son, Oak County, Wis., and is well to do. He 
will assume his right name. He remembers 
nothing of the kidnaping. The woman who 
abducted him fied with her paramour, A. J. 
Lockery, to Hudson, Wis., then to Catfish 
Bay, where they lived several years, and final- 
ly to Richmond, where they remained on a 
farm until about fifteen years ago. 

About the time of Hiram’s marriage the 
woman disappeared, vowing she would never 
be heard from again, but it has since been as- 
certained that she was sentenced to prison for 
life for the murder of her daughter. Hiram 
for a long time surmised 2 ac- 
tions that he was not the woman’s son, and 
when at last he got upon the trail of the facts 
— ay told him plainly that she was not his 
mother. 


FATAL WIND STORM AT PHILADELPHIA. 


Four Killed and Several Injured by Fall- 
ing Walls. 

Puarmaperrrra, Pa., Aug. 21.—During a 
heavy storm which prevailed in this vicinity 
about 7 o’clock this evening the southern wall 
of the stable and car sheds occupying the 
square bounded by Twelfth and Thirteenth 
streets and Susquehanna and Dauphin streets, 
used jointly by the Twelfth and Sixteenth gnd 
Tenth and Eleventh Street Passenger railway 
companies, was blown down, carrying a por- 
tion of the roof with it and smashing a num- 
ber of cars. Four persons were killed out- 
right, three are so badly injured that they are 
not expected to recover, three others were 
less seriously injured, and one is missing and 
probably dead. Twenty or more horses were 
killed.

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TO RELIEVE THE MARKET. 


SECRETARY WINDOM’S OFFER TO 
HOLDERS OF 4 1-2 PER CENTS. 


The Treasury Will Accept Twenty Millions 
of Bonds at Par and Pay One Year's 
Interest in Addition—Money Quoted at 
186 Per Cent on the New York Stock 
Exchange Yesterday—The Stringency Un- 
precedented—Much Anxiety Felt Among 
Bankers. * 


Wasmxorox, D. C., Aug. 21.—[ Special. — 
The terms under which the Treasury Depart- 
ment called in $15,000,000 of the 444 per cent 
bonds did not bring the bonds in, so better 
terms are offered by the call issued tonight 
after telegraphic communication between 
Secretary Windom and Assistant Secretary 
Nettleton. The $15,000,900 call is withdrawn,and 
$20,000,000 is now called in under terms as 
favorable as it is in the power of the Treasury 
to give. The interest is anticipated a year 
from Sept. 1, because under the law a year 
limit is allowable. If this call serves to bring 
in a goodly number of bonds, as the belief is it 
will, the stringency in the money market will 
be relieved. The fact that the rest of the 
country does not feel the tightness so closely 
as New York is looked upon as evidence 
that the West is keeping the money 
that has gone out to it, and 
the stringency is not apt to be widespread or 
of long duration. Wall street has been clam- 
oring for wholesale measures Of relief, but the 
policy of the Treasury Department is conserv- 
ative and Secretary Windom will not go fur- 
ther than prudency dictates. The circular 
issued today is as follows: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
Aug. 21.—In pursuance of the authority contained 
in Secs. 3,694 and 3,699 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, public notice is hereby given 
that, any time before Sept. 1, 1890, the Secretary of 
the Treasury will receive at the Treasury Depart- 
ment, in the City oi Washington, D. C., or at the 
office of any Assistant Treasurer of the United 
States, and will redeem at par, 4% per cent bonds 
of the acts of July 14, 1870, and Jan. 20, 1871, to an 
amount not exceeding $20,000,000; and on or im- 
mediately after Sept. 1, 1890, will prepay to the 
owners of the bonds so received all the interest 
on said bonds to and including Aug. 31, 1891, with- 
out rebate of interest. 

The circular of Aug. 19, 1890, is hereby rescind- 
ed. WILIA Won, Secretary. 

It is explained at the Treasury Department 
that the slight delay in making the prepay- 
ment of interest on the $20,000,000 of bonds 
is made necessary by the fact that the law 
does not permit the anticipation of more than 
one year’s interest. 

The Director of the Mint today authonzed 
the Superintendent of the Mint at Philadel- 
phia to make advances on silver bars as soon 
as received, in order to relieve the stringency 
in the New York money market. 


MONEY BOOMS UP TO 186. 


A Remarkable State of Affairs on the New 
York Stock Exchange., 

New Tonk, Aug. 21.—[Special.|—The re- 
markable stringency of money, the bear raid 
on stocks, which was one of its results, alarm- 
ing reports as to the expected big railroad 
strikes, and the extreme uncertainty as to 
what was going to happen next—all contrib- 
uted to a condition of feverish uneasiness 
and anxiety, which was evidenced in the 
shouting crowds of brokers on the Stock 
Exchange floor and the throngs of excited 
speculators watching the tickers and the 
blackboards in the brokers’ offices today. 
When the price of money went away up to 


186 per cent, plus the regular 6 per 
cent interest—more than t per cent 
per day, and a higher figure than 


it had touched for a year—there were some 
anxious faces in Wall street. Brokers who 
had loans to negotiate had to hustle to get 
money. The loan markct had rarely been 
known to be so stringent and money so scarce. 
There was a general sigh of relief when the 
borrowing rates eased off, as they did slowly, 
on the strength of Washington advices that 
the Treasury would take measures to relieve 
the stringency. The close was at 20 per cent, 
plus 6, at the end of the official day. 

Everybody breathed easier when the gavel 
fell at 3 o’clock in the Stock Exchange with- 
out a failure being announced. But there 
were two small failures across the street in 
the Consolidated Exchange—M. E. Rutsky 
and John H. Britton. The money squeeze 
didn’t have any decided effect on the grain 
markets, except to make prices rather fever- 
ish, both here and in Chicago. But if the 
stringency continues it may be the means of 
forcing the holders of cash grain to sell out, 
resulting in heavy shipments to the seaboard. 

Some anxious conferences as to the money 
situation were held in the parlors of the big 
banking institutions, and dispatches of inter- 
rogation, advice, and suggestion were going 
and coming all day between the office of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in Washington and 
several prominent bank Presidents in this 
city. 

No alarm was felt, but all hands admitted 
that it was a good time to be cautious and 
conservative. Heavy demands for money 
came from the Western centers of trade 
Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, etc.—but New 
York bankers generally refused to open their 
coffers, preferring to be prepared for an 
emergency in case something unexpected 
should turn up. 

As to the present condition of the money 
market financiers seemed to agree that it was 
not surprising and was the natural result of 
existing causes, and the prolonged demand for 
money from the interior and from merchants 
forthe payment of customs duties on the 
enormous imports made with the hope of 
availing themselves of the advantage of the 
present tariff laws and in the fear of the Mc- 
Kinley bill becoming a law. 

Effect of the Stringency on Stocks, 

The increased stringency in the money mar- 
ket carried quitea sharp liquidation in stocks 
today. There was scarcely enough money to go 
round at any price, and in the struggles of 
brokers for a supply of the needful the rail- 
road strike was quite forgotten for a time. 
After call loans had been bid up to 60 per 
cent the old system was revived of quoting 
them at the legal rate of 6 per cent plus 
a per diem. In the tight pinch borrowers 
paid as high as 3g per diem, equal 
to 1884¢ per cent per annum. The rate for 
the day ruled 50 to 60 per cent,. although 
lenders like Drexel, Morgan & Co., the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust company, the United 
States Loan and Trust company, anda few 
others aeclined to accept more than the plain 
legal 6 per cent. The high rates paid on 
change attracted some outside funds, and 
this fact, together with the conviction that the 
Treasury must speedily take measures to re- 
lieve the strain, brought some relief toward 
the close. Notwithstanding St. Paul, Lack- 
awanna, the three active Vanderbilt issues, 
and others rallied a full point or 
more from their lowest, yet the 
closing prices of the twelve stocks which 
furnished 65 per cent of the day’s trading 
show a net fall ranging from 162 per cent, 
with exceptional declines of 86 in Rock 
Island and 3% in Big Four.” At the start 
the bears forced the market by bidding up 
morfey and driving down two or three leading 
stocks now and ¢wo or three others again, 
catching stop orders and intensifying the feel- 
ing of uneasiness. Later in the day, however, 


they seemed afraid to sell the mar-

Bank Throws Light on the Matter. 
President D. B. Dewey of the American 
Exchange Bank in a talk yesterday about the 
stringency in money shed some side light 
upon the matter. ; 

“ It is time,” he said, “ that bankers outside 
of the moneyed centers are calling upon their 
correspondents for curreficy and rediscounts 
earlier than usual, not only for the reason that 
the crops are earlier, bué because they are 
somewhat alarmed at the situation. 

Ihe unsettled condition of labor and the 
impending strikes create ‘uneasiness. There 
is fear that the money which goes to the coun- 
try will be slow in returning because of the 
possible embargo on tr All bankers are 
disposed to run strong and there is also a dis- 
position to hold customer within the most 
prudent limits, and each is made to feel 
that there is possible ahead. 

There is a feeling as well that the specula- 
tion in real estate is leading men in other 
lines of business to invest too heavily, for 
which they are using their money and giving 
obligations at inflated vglues, so when the 
bubble is pricked disaster will follow. 

“Tt is a fact that ‘all kinds are 
advancing so that a great deal more money is 
needed to handle the same property. And 
then there is the opimon that the volume of 
money 18 wholly insufficient to do the business 
of the country, Then, again, some country 
bankers who have not been in the habit of 
asking for rediscounts are now applying to 
their correspondents in moneyed centers for the 
purpose of strengthening themselves and to 
secure promises which they cam make availa- 
ble in emergency. 7 

All these influences make conservative 
bankers more cautious and each one con- 
cludes that no matter what emergency may 
arise his bank shall be in a position to pro- 
tect itself, so that as a consequence money 
which would otherwise be in circulation is 
heid in reserve. By this means the apparent 
stringency is increased, while, as a matter of 
fact, these opinions held and methods adopted 
mean safety to all interests. I believe Chica- 
go banks have all the money necessary to 
provide for the legitimate wants of their cus- 
tomers entitled to credit. 

‘Speculators may have to ‘shin,’ but the 
merchants, manufacturers, packers, receivers, 
shippers, and all other industries on which the 
solid success of the country depends can be 
supplied with all the money necessary to pro- 
tect their interests. 

‘* Prudent, sagacious business-men feel that 
the situation demands greater caution and 

care, and they are curtailing their demands 
upon their bankers, so that, in my opinjon, 
there is no cause for serious alarm. 

„Money was quoted higher in New Tork 
yesterday than before, but these quotations 
are on money handled for speculation and do 
not at all show the status of the market as it 
applies to legitimate business transactions. 
You will find upon investigation that the com- 
mercial banks are not charging business-men 
any more than formerly, but in the stock ex- 
change banks higher prices range because the 
dollars are used for speculation.” 


WHEAT KEEPS TRADERS GUESSING. 


It Travels Over a Range of 1 3-8 Cents 
Many Times, 

The wheat market yesterday was without 
hurrah features. It was the sort of a market 
that the middle-weight traders of both parties 
refer to in language more picturesque than 
polite, because it kept them busy with its ec- 
centricities. At times, when it seemed the 
strongest, the bottom almost dropped out, 
and at others, when apparently bereft of all 
friends, it without warning advanced a cent 
ormore. The total range for December was 
13¢ cents, but it was traveled many times. The 
absence of marked outside news and the pre- 
dominance of local influences were responsi- 
ble for the quick and erratic fluctuations. 

B. P. Hutchinson’s intentions troubled the 
crowd a great deal. He is supposed to be 
carrying a big line of long wheat, which, if 
thrown on the market, the bears declared, 
would smash prices to smithereens. The bulls 
said it wouldn’t, but did not distinguish them- 
selves as heavy buyers. The shrewd old sub- 
ject of all the talk occasionally sent buying 
orders into the pit, and each time he did so 
the price rallied. 

In the last half hour both sides made a vig- 
orous effort to close prices. The bulls boomed 
Decembbr to I. 08 6, but gave way to their 
opponents, who banged it off immediately to 
81.076, where it closed, just 3g under Wednes- 
day’s close. 

Corn was not particularly active until the 
last few minutes, when, without any apparent 
reason outside of a sudden bull fever, prices 
moved up to a close & over Wednesday.

rosius and Mr. Conger saw that there was 
danger of losing ground and took advantage 
of the parliamentary situation to prevent 
Mason from submitting a series of amend- 
ments to be considered as pending. 

The McRae amendment, proposing to ex- 
empt from the operation of the bill all lard 
made in open kettles, such as are used by 
farmers, was rejected on a yea and nay vote, 
showing that the bill has a safe majority. The 
only anticipated danger is from the Pure 
Food bill offered by Mason as a substitute. 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa made a vigorous as- 
sault on compound lard and aroused enthusi- 
asm among the friends of the bill, Mr. For- 
man of Illinois also forcefully presented that 
side of the question, and Stewart of Texas and 
Oates of Alabama, representing the cotton- 
seed oil industry, were among the strongest 
opponents of the bill. The vote on the bill is 
to be at 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon. 

Mason Says It Is a Trade Fight. 

Congressman Mason, in his speech on the 
Lard bill, said this was a fight between the 
packers of impure lard and the packers of re- 
fined compound lard. It was a trade fight 
and had no place in Congress. He was in 
favor of branding every article in the market 
for what it really was. He was as much op- 
posed to food adulteration as any man in the 
House. The compound lard men were 
charged with defending fraud and counter- 
feiting. That charge was false. This bill 
struck down every possible chance 
of exportmg lard or compound lard 
from this country. He was not here to de- 
tend counterfeiting, but he was here to defend 
the men who manufactured a clean, healthy 
food product. The more hogs’ lard that was 
taken out of it and the more cotton-seed oil 
put in it the purer and cleaner it was for the 
human stomach. The working people were 
not asking for this bill. They were opposed 
to taxing a clean, healthy food product. Gen- 
tlemen spoke about the poverty of the farmers 
and proposed to tax the poor laboring man of 
his district in order to help the farmers. 
Did gentlemen ever know of a farmer 
going hungry? Did they ever know 
a farmer to stand out in the storm with his 
wife and children in the presence of the land- 
lord and the Sheriff? But the laboring man 
who worked fourteen hours a day must be 
taxed for a cheap, clean food product to help 
the farmers of the country when no farmers’ 
organization had demanded it. It was said 
that Chicago was fighting this bill. The manu- 
facturers of lard in Chicago who used smoth- 
ered hogs were not opposing this measure, 
which was one of the most bungling pieces of 
legislation which had ever come out of a com- 
mittee- room. He defended Mr. Fairbank 


against some strictures made upon him, and 


then proceeded to argue in support of the 
Paddock Pure Food bill. 

Mr. McRae (Ark.) offered an amendment to 
the first section of the bill by adaing the fol- 
lowing words: And rendered in open kettles, 
the process used by farmers and butchers to 
the definition of lard. 

Lost—Yeas, 65; nays, 102. 

Mr. Allen (Mich.) supported the bill. The 
agitation of this question had been provoked by 
the careful, thoughtful -action of the farmers 
in their various assemblies and organizations. 
Whether they were right or wrong they called 
for it. It was not true (as stated by the gen- 
tleman from Illinois) that this bill in any way 
shape or form affected the men who produced 
cotton-seed oil. The evidence of Fairbank & 
Co. and of experts all over the country was to 
the effect that cotton-seed oil was superior to 
hog’s lard. If that were so it was absurd that 
a tax of two mills a pound would prevent the 
people who desired to use compound lard from 
purchasing that article. If it was true, as 
stated by Mr. Fairbank, that compound lard 
could be made of 20 per cent of * and 80 
per cent of cotton-seed oil why not brand it 
as ** cotton-seed on compound? Why attach 
the word lard to it? It was done for the 
purpose of selling the commodity as “ lard ”’ 
and by so doing defrauding the farmers of 
the market which they would otherwise pos- 


sess. 


From Henderson of Iowa. 

Mr. Henderson (Iowa) said that his friend 
from Illinois (Mr. Mason) had tearfully 
pleaded for the laboring men of the country 
and had put them in antithesis to the farmers. 
Did the gentleman refer to Messrs. Fairbank 
and Armour, who had in a few years amassed 
millions at the expense of the farmers?

Crry or Mexico, Aug. 21.—[Special.]—One 
of the most novel celebrations ever held on 
the American continent took place in this 
city today. It was the celebration of the 
369th anniversary of the torture of Cuanht- 
moc, the last Emperor of the Aztec race, by 
Cortez for the purpose of making him di- 
vulge the location of the treasure supposed to 
have been buried by Montezuma. 

The celebration took place on the Hazeo de 
la Reforma, where there had been erected two 
Aztec pavilions. Three battalions of infantry 
formed a double line, through which Presi- 
dent Diaz and Cabinet passed to the Aztec 
temple, where the Governor of the Federal 
district, the City Council, military men, and 
others received him.

WILL NOT ACT HASTILY, 


What Members of the Supreme Council 
Say of the Terre Haute Meeting. 


Gatzssvre, IIL, Aug. 21.—[Special.]—P. 
H. Morrissey, Vice-President of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen and a member ot 
the Supreme Council United Order of Railway 
Employés, said tonight: I have been on the 
New York Central system and find the situa- 
tion very critical. I would hate personally to 
see any general movement affecting 
the Vanderbilt system. Still, under the 
circumstances, I think that there is 
a necessity for the Terre Haute meeting. On 
the New York Central the question seems to 
be the right of Jabor to organize. The broth- 
erhood men on that system think that if the 
company is successful in exterminating the 
Knights it will sound the dgath-knell of all 
organizations on the system. Some of the 
members of the Trainmen’s Brotherhood were 
discharged from the employ of the Central 
without apparent reason on the alleged ground 
that they were agitators and hostile to the 
company’s interests. They were given no show 
whatever. The federated brotherhoods, are 
well represented in the Vanderbilt system and 
probably comprise two-thirds of all of the 
men in the train service. The Trainmen’s 
Brotherhood is largely represented. 

„The issue at Terre Haute will be whether 
it is consistent for the allied brotherhoods to 
enter into any general movement. The out- 
come I cannot foretell. It will be determined 
by the reports of the four chiefs of the broth- 
erhoods. They are all fair and conservative 
men, but resolute in matters affecting the 
welfare of the men that they represent.’ 

W. A. Sheahan, the Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Supreme Council and the Grand Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, said: I regard the meet- 
ing at Terre Haute as one o gree signifi- 
cance. I cannot say what the outcome 
of the Terre Haute meeting will be. 
The four chiefe—Sargent, Howard, Wilkinson, 
and Sweeney—will each explain to his two asso- 
ciates the situation on the New York Central 
and the merits of the strike. The voting fol- 
lows. Each organization has one vote in the 
council. To sustain the grievance requires 
the unanimous vote of all four organizations 
and what the vote of each organization will 
be is determined by the vote of the majority 
of its three representatives, this vote being 
announced by the chief to the council. Two of 
the three representatives of one organization, 
by 8 in the negative, can thus prevent a 
strike. If the grievance is unanimously sus- 
tained, the council will then decide upon the 
final proposition of settlement, from which 
there can be no deviation. This will be pre- 
sented to the company, probably by the four 
chiefs. If the company refuses to accept the 
proposition the strike follows, It will prob- 
ably be Monday or Tuesday before the out- 
come is reached. If the strike should come, I 
believe that the tie-up would be complete. 
I have every reason to believe that a majority 
of the engineers would stand by us. They 
have been loyal to us whenever they have been 
asked. Ihave no opinion to express on the 
merits of the case, as I have no official knowl- 
edge of the facts. The council, the public 
may rest assured, will act judiciously only 
after a complete understanding of the facts is 
arrived at. 


GRAND SECRETARY DEBS’ VIEWS. 


He Discusses the Coming Meeting of the 
Grand Council at Terre Haute.

How are the other roads connected with 
the Vanderbilt system prepared for a general 
tie-up?’’ was asked. 

„Well, although the New York Central did 
not make any attempt to get their assistance 
or codéperation in the late strike, these roads 
knew pretty well what was going on and 
what they might expect. So, if a general 
tie-up is ordered, none of them will be taken 
by surprise. Previous strikes on some of the 
roads have ended in defeat for the union and 
the Knights of Labor. If the federation 
joins the Knights there is no use denying that 
there will be serious and perhaps protracted 
embarrassments, but the roads will come out 
on top in the long run. There will be no com- 
binations among the railroad companies, but 
they will act in harmony against a common 
enemy. 

“Of one thing the public may rest assured, 
and that is that the New York Central com- 
pany will maintain its present attitude, no 
matter what may happen. It is utterly un- 
true, as reported in the papers by Mr. Devlin, 
that I had expressed no concern for the inter- 
ests of the public at the interview yesterday 
with him and Mr. Powderly. I consider the 
public’s interests first of all, and I consider 
that those interests cannot be served if I allow 
outsiders to run the affairs of the company. 
Perfect discipline must be maintained on the 
railroad, and there can be no such discipline 
if men not connected with he company are 
permitted to tell its officers what they must or 
must not do. This whole affair is a fight for 
principle on our side, The principle is that 
an employer has the right to conduct his busi- 
ness as he sees fit without dictation from em- 
ployés or anybody else. Every employer in 
the country will stand by us on this platform, 
and every sensible employé will also support 
us. The men may be brought up te the point 
of striking by their eloquent leaders, but in 
the sober moments which follow the loss of 
employment they will see that they were 
wrong. 


NEW MEN REFUSE TO WORK, 


They Say the Company’s Agents Made False 
Representations to Them, 

Burraro, N. I., Aug. 21.—{Special.]—

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Is MR. DEPEW COMING HOME? 


He Is to Leave Homburg Today, Though 
His Destination Is Unknown. 
Lonpoyn, Aug. A.—For nearly a week 


Chauncey Depew has been in Homburg, leav- 


ing his associates to settle the New York Cen- 
tral strike among themselves without any 
interference on his part. When Taz Trisune 
correspondent saw him at Innsbruck he said 
emphatically he should not interfere in the 
matter unless he was called upon 
by his associates of the road, nor 
should he curtail his vacatign unless 
the strike became serious and he was 
called home. It was his intention at that time 
to stop in Homburg till September, returning 
homeward leisurely, and reach New York 
early in October. A telegram was sent to Mr. 
Depew from Tux ‘Trreune’s London office to- 
day informing him of the critical condition of 
the strike and asking whether, if a Trrsunz 
reporter went to Homburg to see him, he 
would, in view of the ample information from 
home which had reached him, express his 
views on the strike and on e posi- 
tion taken by his associates more freely 
than he did at Iunsbruck last week. Late to- 
night the following reply was received from 
Mr. Depew: It is impossible for me to say 
more to Tuz Tripune about the strike than 
I have said. While on this side of the ocean 
I can only reiterate my unlimited confidence 
in my associates to deal with the difficulty, 
and repeat that to be successful a corporation 
must retain management of its affairs 
strictly in its own hands. I leave here tomor- 
row morning.“ 
Mr. Depew carefully refrains from saying 
where he is going from Homburg. It is only 
a fair inference that he has been cabled for 
and intends to reach America as soon as pos- 
sible. By hurrying he might catch a steamer 
at Havre Saturday morning, or he will be in 
— of time to catch a German boat from 
remen Saturday afternoon. To leave Hom- 
burg at this time when the Prince of Wales is 
there and the social season in full blast entire- 
ly dislocates Mr. Depew’s plans, and would 
not have been done except under great provo- 
cation. There is nowhere for him to go at- 
this time of the year exceps to America. The 
probability is he intends to get there as soon 
as possible and take a hand in the fight. 
A gentleman who talked with Mr. Depew in 
Homburg last week and who returned to Lon- 
don today said that the Central’s President 
told him it seemed as though the railroads of 
America had followed the Knights of Labor 
about as far as they could afford to and that 
the time had come to draw the line. While 
Mr. Depew did not explain himself so emphat- 


ically as this to Taz Txisouns reporter who 


saw him at Innsbruck it was evident he felt 
very strongly on the subject and was restrained 
from talking more openly only by his desire to 
avoid embarrassing the officers of the Central 
and because he would not be on hand to im- 
mediately reply to any false constructions he

marks. 


RESOURCES OF THE STRIKERS. 


The Federation of Railway Employes Well 
Provided with Sinews of War. 

New York, Aug. 21.—[Special.]—That the 
pending labor struggle, growing out of the 
New York Central strike, will be the greatest 
the country has ever witnessed is said by men 
who have been studying the labor problem to 
be undisputable. They say that the fight will 
involve every railroad in the United States. 
The other toads not directly concerned realize 
that if the Knights of Labor win on the Van- 
derbilt system, their roads will in turn be tied 
up and crippled. It was said, in consequence, 
that the officers of every railroad in the United 
States will combine to help the officers of the 
Vanderbilt system to win the fight. 

It is asserted by Grand Master Sargent that 
the treasury of the united order contains 
over $100,000. The average wages paid to 
strikers is $40 a month. This sum, without as- 
sessing the members not on strike, would last 
the strikers about four months, It is said to 
be the custom, however, to begin an assess- 
ment on all employed members of the united 
order as soon as an extensive strike is or- 
dered. The Knights of Labor are said to be 
throughout the country about 300,000 strong, 
and about 75,000 of these are rai men.

al will be issued by the General Executive 

ard to every Knight of Labor organization 
throughout the country calling for aid. Every 
organization will be assessed. 


REFUSING TO RECEIVE FREIGHT. 


The Railroad Unable to Furnish Cars to 
Shippers Along the Line, 

Fort Prat, N. Y., Aug. 21.—The strike on 
the New York Central is having a serious effect 
upon business in the Mohawk Valley and in 
Johnstown and Gloversville. In the latter places 
manufacturers and merchants experience 
great delay in shipping goods. Some of the 
soon have to shut down if 
the strike continues. One freight-train on the 
Fonda, Johnstown and Gloversville road has 
been discontinued and the company refuses to 
accept freight. Meats, flour, and sugar have 
advanced in price. 

In Amsterdam it is said that the local as- 
semblies of the Knights of Labor are in 
sympathy with the strikers and raising money 
to aid them. Scarcely any local freight is be- 
ing handled along line of the Central 
road. The West Shore people have been re-

Tun Wisconsin Republicans acted wisely 
and patriotically in standing by the Bennett 
School law. Their declaration on that subject 
is sound and emphatic. It will be indorsed 
by every good American citizen. The Bennett 
law in nowise interferes with the parochial or 
private schools. It was not intended, and it can- 
not be used, to interfere with parental rights. 
In the language of the Wisconsin Republican 
platform it merely gives effect to “the right 
„and duty ot the State to enact laws that will 
** guarantee to all children sufficient instruc- 
“ tion in the legal language of the State to 
enable them to read and write the same.“ 
He is an intolerant bigot or an unworthy eiti- 
zen who objects to the principle of such an 
enactment. The people of Chicago have a 
special interest in the sustaining of the Ben- 
nett law by the people of Wisconsin. The 
measure was drafted here by a committee in 
which all the elements that are now said to be 
opposing it were fully represented. The Cath- 
olics weré represented by two of their ablest 
men—Judge Prendergast and A. W. Green. 
The Lutherans were represented by Mr. Forch 
and Mr. Nettelhorst. The bill as drafted by the 
Chicago committee was passed by the Wiscon- 
sin General Assembly without any changes 
which would affect its tenor or its purpose. The 
Republicans of Wisconsin have fairly placed 
themselves on a platform sustaining this law. 
They are consistent and patriotic and have no 
reason to fear the result of their action. 

JULIUS CRZSAR BURROWS MISTAKES. 

Julius Cesar Burrows of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
stands next to Maj. McKinley on the Ways 
and Means Committee. He has had himself 
interviewed in the New York World, and took 
ground against Blaine’s Pan-American, reci- 
procity, tariff, and commerce system. We 
copy what he said and append some comments 
thereon which may show that this Cesar of 
the Wolverines does not comprehend what he 
is talking about, and may be said to have 
„gone off at half cock.” It is evident from 
the “objections” he interposes that he has 
never made a study of the subject, and doesn’t 
understand what Blaine’s reciprocity scheme is. 

The interview starts off thus: 

If treaties between this country and the South 
American Republics with Spain or with any 
other country be necessaty or desirable, the Ex- 
ecutive branch of the Government has power at 
all times under the Constitution to negotiate 
them. The treaty-making power is vested in the 
President and the Senate, and the House is not 


called upon to interfere. A tariff bill is no place 
in which to make —— provisions. 
t 


This is begging the question, or rather mis- 
stating it for the purpose of misleading the 
public. The Blaine plan presumes that the 
Tariff act will fix and state the amount of 
duties to be levied upon each Pan-American 
product which may be imported into this 
country. The President will have no authority 
to increase, change, reduce, or remit any 
duty, except as provided and directed in the 
law itself. If the Tariff bill fixes a certain 
duty on the admission of sugar, but provides 


that if any country exporting the same shall 


admit duty-free certain specified products and 
articles of the United States, in that case the 
tax on its sugar shall not be exacted. Wherein 
is there anything out of place in such a provis- 
ion of the act? No treaty in that case is 
required. President will be exercising 
no extraordinary or dangerous powers. The 
very sugar schedule of the McKinley bill con- 
tains a provision, inserted there in part by 
Julius Ceasar Burrows himself, which provides 
that the repealed sugar and molasses duties 
shall be reimposed on any sugar-raising 
country which levies an export tax on saccha- 
rine after the McKinley bill goes into effect. 
The clause in question is somewhat blindly 
worded, but that is what Burrows and his 
committee have told the country it means. 

Burrows’ objection that a tariff bill is no 
place in which to make any treaty provisions“ 
is thus knocked out by a clause of his own 
bill, as there is no more treaty-making in the 
one case than in the other. The Hale amend- 
ment would be self-acting without any pre- 
vious treaty or subsequent ratification. 

Burrows goes on to say: 

Anyhow, what can the United States get from 
such a treaty? Mr. Blaine's first proposition in- 
cludes only the South and Central American Re- 
publics, which don't produce one-fifth of the su- 
gar consumed by the United States. What can 
we get from them? The report of the observa- 
tions of a South American commission recently is- 
sued expresses the opinion that the South Amer- 
ican Republics will soon bein a position to con- 
tend with the United States forthe agricultural 
markets of the world. And yet Mr. Blaine speake 
as if we would flood these countries with our agri- 
cultural products. Why, these people have hard- 
ly anything but agricultural products. They pro- 
duce within theirown borders an excess of the 
very articles which Mr. Blaine hopes to sell them. 


“These people” have “agricultural prod- 
ucts of tropical kinds which we need and do 
not produce at all, or in wholly inadequate 
quantities. Coffee is an “ agricultural prod- 
uct,“ of which Brazil grows a great surplus. 
We produce none, but buy it in vast quantities. 
Eighteen years ago Congress repealed the 
duty on coffee and put it on the free list, los 
ing thereby many millions of dollars of reve- 
nue. But Brazil imposed an export tax on 
coffee when our import tax was remitted, and 
has transferred to its coffers since then some 
200 millions, more or less, of our revenue 
which American consumers of coffee have 
paid. Mr. Burrows has been in Congress 
pretty much ever since the coffee tax was 
taken off, has served as a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and has never 
lifted a finger to stop the trick Brazii has 


| practiced upon us. His strident voice has 


been dumb. The price of coffee was pre 
vented from falling by the imposition of that 
export tax, and Julius Casar’s constit- 
uents have continued to be mulcted, 
but not a word of protest has come 
from his mouth, The Tariff bill which 
he and McKinley have concocted to phlebot- 
omize consumers afresh contains not one 
word or sentence against that continual ex- 
port tax on coffee. Why has he not inserted a 
clause reimposing the tax against those na- 
tions which impose an export tax on the coffee 
we import? Brazil levied none until our Con- 
gress unconditionally put coffee on the free 
list. Burrows boasts in his interview that be 
has not weakened a particle in his opposition 
to Blaine’s reciprocal fair trade scheme. 
Does he think it would hurt him to weaken”’ 
a little in favor of his own country in regard 
to coffee? Has he not been on the side of 
Brazilian interests and against American in- 
terests about long enough? He is now strug- 
gling desperately to throw away 60 millions a 


year of sugar revenue as the 10 a year 
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of coffee taxes went without getting the slight- 
est reciprocal compensation therefor, and, as 
Blame says in his letter to Senator Fyre, with- 
out enlarging the foreign markets by one 
bushel of wheat or one barrel of pork for our 
Western farmers. What sort of asinine states- 
manship is that? Burrows brags that he has 


Congress. 

Where does Mr. Burrows get his informa- 
tion that the Pan-American countries “ pro- 
“ duce within their own borders an excess of 
“the very articles which Mr. Blaine hopes to 
gell them? It would be difficult to imagine 
a more baseless assertion. Any schoolboy 
who has studied geography knows that it is 
ridiculous. How much wheat does Cuba pro- 
duce? None. How much do the hundred 
other West India islands produce? None. 
How much do the five Central American na- 
tions? None. And how much wheat do all 
the tropical nations of South America pro- 
duce? None. Yet they contain thirty 
millions of inhabitants. Remove their duties 
on our flour and their people would purchase 
immediately millions of barrels more than 
they do. But Mr. Burrows seems to think 
“the South American Republics will soon be 
in a position to contend with the United 
States for the agricultural markets of the 
world!” Does be mean for breadstuffs? What 
South American countries except Argentine 
and Chili grow any breadstuffs? They are 
situated on that continent.south of the tropic 
of Capricorn, north of which line wheat is not 
grown in paying quantities. Chili of late years 
has begun to export a little flour to Peru, 
and Argentine barely produces enough wheat 
for local consumption. Some seasons the 
Argentine Republic has a little to sell, and in 
others it is a large importer of flour. If the 
other South American nations had to depend 
on it for bread they would starve speedily. 
Julius Cesar is borrowing trouble one or two 
hundred years ahead of the danger he depicts. 
Ag the Argentines have considerable tropical 
territory they are trying to raise therein all 
the sugar and coffee they need. Hence they 
have nothing to trade on with Brazil to secure 
free admission to its markets for breadstuffs 
and provisions, but our country has. Our 
markets are a hundred times more important 
to Brazil than Argentine’s markets are. 

Mr. Burrows continues his talk: 


Then, if we include Spain and the Spanish- 
American colony of Cuba, where most of our 
sugar comes from, does any reasonable man sup- 
pose that Spain is going to enter into any arrange- 
ment to take American products in exchange for 
sugar? Spain is as nearly as possfhle a self-sus- 
taining country. She produces within her own 
dominions pretty nearly everything she requires. 
At present our sugar has to come from Cuba. To 
Spain and to Cuba it is a matter of little conse- 
quence whether the United States Government 
makes its citizens pay tariff on sugar or lets them 
have it free of duty. It is the American consumer 
and not the Cuba sugar-planter who pays the 
duty. The Cuban sugar-planter will get his price 
whether we retain the tariff or remit it. 


So it appears that Mr. Burrows thinks 
Mr. Blaine is trying to force Spain to purchase 
our flour in exchange for Cuban sugar. Where 
did he imbibe that notion? Mr. Blaine is not 
asking Spain to buy anything from the United 
States if it does not want it. What he is aim- 
ing at is reciprocity with Cuba, not with 
Spain. He wants Cuba and Porto Rico to 
trade sugar and coffee for our flour and meats 
and agricultural implements and such articles 
as they need and we make cheaply and suit- 
ably. He wants fair trade with them, that is 
all—the same as with the other West India 
Islands and Central and South America, Mr. 
Blaine believes that ifthe present duty of 80 
per centis retained on Cuban and Porto 
Ricon sugar and remitted on the sugar of all 
other West Indian islands and sugar-growing 
American countries which admit our Western 
products free of tax Cuba and Porto Rico will 
raise a loud howl speedily in Spain’s ears to 
have this discrimination stopped. When they 
see their sugar-growing neighbors getting $40 
a ton more for their raw sugar in the 
American market than they them- 
selves receive they will tell Mother 
Spain that the loss is coming out of their 
pockets—Julius Cassar Burrows to the contra- 
ry notwithstanding. They would stand this 
loss of $40 per ton on their sugar only long 
enough to give Spain due warning that it must 
remove its onerous duties on American prod- 
ucts or prepare for a desperate civil war. 
Two powerful interests would urge the Ou- 
bans to insist on a removal of the taxes levied 
on our foodstuffs entering their ports—viz.: 
(1) The prospect of buying these products at 
less than half the price Spanish duties were 
making them cost the Cuban people; (2) and 
the obtaining of far better prices for their own 
great staples. It is self-apparent what Cuba 
would do if Blaine’s commercial policy were 
in force, It would kick—kick Spain till the 
taxes on American products were removed. 
The upshot of all this would be that this coun- 
try would pay, whether Spain liked it or not, 
for ite Cuban sugar, molasses, and coffee with 
the surplus products of its farms and work- 
shops instead of paying for three-quarters of 
these imports with gold. But the Kalamazoo 
statesman appears incapable of perceiving 
what every one else can see clearly. Is he a 
fit and proper person to represent an intelli 
gent constituency which would be benefited 
greatly by the adoption of Biaine’s reciprocity 
policy? 

But here is Mr. Burrows’ great objection as 
stated by himself: 

But the one great objection {RMI see to Mr. 
Blaine's proposition is this: It would empower a 
President to collect orto remit duties at will. 
That is a power that 1 will never consent to place 
in the hands of any Executive. It belongs to 
Congress, and it should be retained entirely within 
the control of Congress. No Executive is good 
enough, pure enough, or wise enough to have such 


a power, and I am unalterably opposed to grant- 
ing it. That's where I stand. * 


This great objection shows that Julius 
Cesar has not studied the Blaine proposition. 
He is merely imagining objections which ex- 
ist only in what he calls his mind, The Presi- 
dent would do just as the Tariff act directed. 
He would execute only the orders of Congress. 
He would have practically no discretion. 
There would be no treaty-making for him to 

. The “treaty” would be in the law itself. 

e would find. sugar, molasses, and 
coffee taxed so much a pound. He would 
have no authority to collect more or less on 
these imports, except as the Tariff act directed, 
and he could not remit a cent of the duties 
unless other ire gahecqee for itself—first 
opened their ports admitted free of duty 
the list of American products named in the 
tariff law and notified the President officially 
of their having done so. On receiving such 
notification he would be obliged to remit the 
duties imposed by that act on sugar, molas- 
ses, and coffee. He would have no discretion 
in the matter. His duties would be set forth 
plainly in the Tariff law itself. His business 
would be to see that the provisions of the law 
were carried out. Mr. Blaine’s proposition 
never aimed at such a thing as empowering 
the President to collect or to remit duties at 
will.” Burrows has muddled the whole thing. 
He has got matters mixed in his mind. He 
has confused the scheme of somebody else 
with that of Blaine. The latter’s is simple and 
self-acting, and will operate exactly as the act of 
Congress shall provide. Itis in the power of this 
Congress before it adjourns to insert pro- 
visions in the Tariff bill which will extend 
enormously our markets in the Pan-Ameri- 
can countries, so much so as to enable 
us to pay for our Pan-American imports with 
our United States exports to these neighbor- 
ing countries. It is only necessary to reim- 


pone the coffee tax conditionally, and to let the 


sugar and molasses tax stand conditionally— 


not weakened a bit in thus acting the fool in 
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the conditions to be detined by the bill -and 
then let things work according to law and 
they will work like a charm. 

Mr. Burrows was asked at the end of his 
interview if it was not possible that the Tariff 


bill would go over till next session. 
„ exclaimed Mr. Burrows. 


If Mr. Burrows had varied his remark so 
that it had read, If Biaine’s reciprocity plan 
is not incorporated in the bill the Repub- 
“ lican party will go over into a minority, and 
“* stay there for a time; we must have 
“his scheme —had he said this he would 
have hit the nail squarely on the head. What 
he did say was asinine foolishness, no matter 
what the fat-fryers may have told him. 


NEW YORK CENTRAL RAILROAD STRIKE. 

The developments of the ‘last forty-eight 
hours in the Knights of Labor strike on the 
New York Central railroad have changed 
materially the situation, and now threaten a 
general tie-up on all the roads in the Vander- 
bilt system. The interview between Messrs. 
Powderly and Devlin, Vice-President Webb, 
and Mr. Toucey was fruitless. The New York « 
Central officials could not be brought to arbitra- 
tion, as there was nothing to arbitrate. Vice- 
President Webb, with more emphasis than 
usual, asserted that the men Were not dis- 
charged because they were Knights of Labor, 
but because their work was unsatisfactory, and 
that neither Mr, Vanderbilt nor Mr. Depew 
was opposed to the Knights of Labor as an 
organization. This explicit declaration ren- 
ders arbitration unriecessary and makes it im- 
perative that those who have made the charge 
should produce the proofs. This they have 
not done. On the other hand, upon the re 
fusal of the railroad officials to allow outsiders 
to dictate to them how, when, and where they 
shall discharge their employés, the Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor has taken the 
strike out of the hands of: the local assembly 
and transferred it to the entire organization, 
so far as it is represented in the Vanderbilt 
system. The situation is complicated still 
further by the action of the representatives of 
the Supreme Council of the Federation of Rail- 
way Employés, who met in conference with 
the Executive Board of the Knights of Labor. 
They indorsed the action of the board and 
decided to call a meeting of the entire coun- 
cil at Terre Haute, Ind., tomorrow.. Should 
it sanction the action of its representatives, 
as it will probably, it will order a strike of all 
its members on this system, so that in addition 
to the Knights of Labor the firemen, switch- 
men, conductors, and railway trainmen on 
the system will strike also in the hope of tying 
it up and forcing its officials to concede its 
demands. Should the two organizations 
unite and make the strike general it will in- 
volve the New York Central, West Shore, 
Lake Shore, Michigan Central, Nickel-Plate, 
Chicago and Northwestern, and the Cleveland, | 
Cincinnati, Chicago, and St. Louis“ roads. 
Such is a general outline of the situation and 
its prospects. 

So far as all of these roads are concerned, 
except the New York Central, the strike, 
should it occur, will be purely sentimental. 
Their employés have no grievances. If they 
strike they will strike because a few men 
were discharged on the New York Central 
road. They may as well understand, there- 
fore, at the outset that the public will have no 
sympathy with them. It has had no sym- 
pathy with the strikers on the New York Cen- 
tral road for the reason that it does not con- 
sider the determination of its officials to 
manage their affairs free from the 
dictation of outsiders as sufficient 
justification for tying up a great railroad cor- 
poration and punishing it (the public) more 
severely than the toad itself, The cause of 
the strike will not be changed and it will not 
gain in dignity or justification merely because 
it has been extended to others who have no 
grievances of their own. Its area may be 
enlarged. It may entail increased temporary 
losses upon the roads and the public, but the 
cause remains the same and remains still 
without the shadow of justification. The Su- 
preme Council of the federation, therefore, 
should give the matter careful consideration 
pending its meeting Saturday, calculate 
the cost and whether it can afford it, and 
clearly recognize that in the end the combi- 
nation will be defeated in the absence of 
public sympathy and assistance. No amount 
of ingenious argument, no eloquence in the 
statement of sentimental grievances will be 
strong enough to convince the merchants, 
shippers, and traveling population of the 
Northwest that they should suffer because a 
few men have been discharged on the New 
York Central railroad for sufficient cause. 
This is too much to expect, and if the con- 
ductors, firemen, switchmen, and trainmen 
on these roads go out they will take a heavy 
responsibility upon themselves which may 
be followed yet by a general demand from 
the suffering public upon the lawmakers for 
such legislation as will protect it in the future 
from sympathetic or unnecessary strikes. 


“FRYING THE FAT” OUT OF CONSUMERS. 

There will be found elsewhere in today’s 
paper an expression of opinion by the mer- 
chant tailors of the country, who met recently 
in Boston, on the subject of the duties on 
woolens and clothing imposed by the Mc- 
Kinley bill. One interesting fact brought out 
is that the duty on woolens in the piece is 
to be increased about 25 per cent. Tens of 
thousands of péople buy these goods. If the 
McKinley bill passes they will be held over 
the coals and the fat fried out of them while a 
few manufacturing bosses stand around and 
hold out their dripping-pans to catch it. Per- 
sons who are grumbling now that their woolen 
clothing costs too much may use their arithmet- 
ical knowledge to figure out how much more 
it will cost them when this 25 per cent boost 
has been secured. 

The tailors do not object to this increase in 
the duty on piece goods in itself, but simply 
because, while the duty on them is advanced 
25 per cent, that on clothing is raised only 15 
percent. If it were hoisted up 40 or 60 or 
even 100 they would have only words of 
praise for the Tariff bill. But they fear that if 
Mr. McKinley has his way the disproportion- 
ately high price of cloth will make it much 
cheaper to have clothing made abroad, so that 
the sweaters and pauper laborers of Europe 
will be the chief gainers by his remarkable 
measure, 

These are the points the tailors make against 
the bill. Dothe Chicago Representatives or 
the Illinois Senators think it wise to take is- 
sue with the tailors, or will they exert them- 
selves to have the clauses offensive to them 
stricken out.or modified? Can they afford to 
vote in a way which will subject their constit- 
uents to such a fat-frying operation? Most of 
them are pretty lean now and would like to 
keep what fatness they have left. In the 
course of a week or so the Senate will reach 
the woolen schedules and Senators Cullom and 
Farwell will have a chance to show whether 
they are for the masses or against them. 
The more they cut down the duty on 
cloths the better it will be for the consumers 
and the tailors. The real relief of the latter 
will come from doing that rather than from 
increasing the duties on clothing. The cheaper 
cloth is the more of it people will use, and 
the more work there will be for the tailors, 
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little easier for their constituents to stand its 
sharpness by giving them cheaper—which 
means more—woolen clothing? 

The price of food this wintér is to be un- 
usually high. What sense is there in affliet- 
ing consumers with dear clothing as well as 
with dear food? Why should any intelligent 
Congressman wish to add in one year to the 
natural burdens which cannot be helped arti- 
ficial burdens created by law? 


THE REPUBLICANS OF WISCONSIN. 

At their State Convention, held day before 
yesterday,.the Republicans of Wisconsin nom- 
inated a good ticket and adopted a good plat- 
form. They have taken a mortgage on vic- 
tory and will foreclose it in November, The 
renomination of Gov. Hoard was a duty. He 
had earned it not so much by the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of his office as by his un- 
faltering, unequivocal stand for the right of 
the children of the State to a knowledge of 
the language of the country, that their success 
in life might be made more sure, and that 
they might be better citizens. Others were 
stampeded for a moment, but he never 
budged, and his moral bravery should not go 
unrewarded. 

The convention expressed itself on the sub- 
ject of the Bennett law with a clearness and 
wisdom which leave nothing to be desired. 
The platform says: 

We affirm the right and duty of the State to 
enact laws that will guarantee to all children 


sufficient instruction in the legal language of the 
State to enable them to read and write the same. 


That fundamental principle the Republicans 
wil) not surrender, whatever the Democrats 
may do or fanatics may threaten. They say, 
in the words of Luther, Here we stand; we 
cannot otherwise. But at the same time they 
admit that the Bennett law has defects and 
promise to correct them. It has some arbi- 
trary provisions, which, though they have been 
enforced in few places -if any, still should 
not stay on the statute book. The platform 
goes further. It recognizes the parochial and 
private schools as valuable auxiliaries of the 
public ones, disclaims any intention of inter- 
fering with them, and denies any desire of in- 
vading the domain of conscience or tram- 
pling on parental rights. 

In all this there is no dodging or equivo- 
cation. The principle of the law must be re- 
tained because itis right. Itis essential for 
the well-being of the State and its citizens. 
But excrescences which disfigure the statute, 
interfere with its smooth working, and cause 
irritation must and will be removed. Thus 
the Republicans are for the law with amend- 
ments. It will be seen soon whether the 
Democrats will have the statesmanship and 
dignity to pursue the same course, or whether 
after some generalities about their devotion 
to education they will declare, in the hope of 
catching a few votes for the repeal of the 
whole law, good and bad features alike. If 


they do the latter, the Republicans cannot ask 


for a better fighting issue. 

So much for purely State questions. In 
dealing with National ones the Wisconsin Re- 
publicans placed themselves by the side of 
their other Northwestern brethren. They did 
not indorse McKinley; they did indorse 
Blaine. They had not a word té say in favor 
of that misshapen tariff monster begotten by 
the former, which, were it a law, would add 
to the cost of nearly everything the farmers 
buy, but would not add to the price of what 
they have to sell, or enable them to sell more 
than they now do and thus get rid of their sur- 
pluses. But the Wisconsin Republicans took 
pains to say they commended the “ efforts. of 
„ the Administration to establish reciprocal 
“trade relations with the several nations of 
“this continent, for such a policy will give 
them wider markets for their wheat and pork. 
When the Senate reaches the subject of reci- 
procity, as it will in a few days, the Wis- 
consin Senators, who have been told what 
their constituents wish, will be found voting 
with those from neighboring States, who have 
received similar iastructions, for the Pan- 
American reciprocity plan of Mr. Blaine, 


THE EXTERMINATION OF SEALS. 

In the recent debate in the English House of 
Commons upon the Behmng Sea correspond- 
ence it was said that the claim of the United 
States that Canadian poachers were exterminat- 
ing the seals was untrue. The statement >0in- 
cides with the declaration of Lord Salisbury in 
the correspondence with Secretary Blaine that 
the pelagic fishing of these poachers is not 
damaging to seal life. The facts officially re- 
ported, however, leave both declarations with- 
out a leg to stand upon. 

Capt. Erskine, for many years employed by 
the Alaska Commercial company, arrived at 
San Francisco from Ounalaska on the 15th 
inst. with personal and documentary evi- 
dences which cannot be questioned of the de- 
struction of seals by poachers. He furnishes 
a list of twenty-three British Columbian 
poachers, with the number of skins captured 
by each up to July 1. The total amounts to 
15,747, and is swelled to 20,000 by the list of 
“‘unassorted catches. This represents a 
slaughter of 30,000, as on the average one seal in 
three, if not more, when the animals are shot at 
from boats, escapes and subsequently dies. Up 
to the present year the Alaska company. has 
been allowed to take 100,000 seals per annum. 
This year the Government contract allows 
only 60,000 to be taken. The actual catch has 
been only 21,000, Why? Because the poach- 
ers have so cut down the number of seals fre- 
quenting the Pribyloff Islands that only 
about one-fourth the ordinary number 
has gone there this year. When 
Capt. Erskine left Ounalaska there were 
fifty-five vessels, each bearing the British flag, 
all bound for Behring Sea. These poachers 
will slaughter thousands more in the waters 
around the islands—thousands of female seals, 
be it remembered, seeking food for their 
young, or soon to give birth tothem. Such are 
the general results of six years’ poaching. 

The statements made by Capt. Erskine have 
been confirmed by the officers. of the cutter 
Rush and by the President of the North Amer- 
ican Commercial company, the new lessee of 
Pribyloff Islands, The latter says:

THE BOARD OF TRADE FOR RECIPROCITY. 


The Chicago Board of Trade handles the 


largest share of the agricultural products of 
the Valley of the Mississippi. Therefore its 
prosperity depends on that of the men who 
raise these products. If they have good crops 
and can find markets for them the Board of 
Trade flourishes; if not, it suffers. Conse- 
quently whatever gives additional markets to 
the Northwestern and Western farmers bene- 
fits directly the members of this organization, 
and is deserving of their support. 

The great majority of the Board of Trade 
men have seen from the moment when Mr. 
Blaine first outlined his reciprocity plan that 
it would be of peculiar advantage to them 
because it would open new markets for the 
flour, pork, lard, and other wheat and corn 
products they handle, They are keen-sighted 
business-men, who know well enotigh on 
which side their bread is buttered. But they 
hung back from taking any official action on 
the subject of reciprocity, fearing that it 
might be looked on as meddling with politics, 
something which the board has always kept 
from doing. But finally convinced that it 
was not in the slightest degree a political 
question, but a purely financial and economic 
one, the Board of Directors by a vote of 14 to 
to 4 has adopted the following resolutions: 


Resolved, By the Board of Directors of said 
Board of Trade that we commend the policy of 
commercial reciprocity outlined in recent corre- 
spondence between the Hon. James G. Blaine, 
Secretary of State, and the Hon. William C. Frye 
as a move in the right direction, and hereby re- 
quest our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress to give to said policy their hearty support. 

Resolved, That we believe that reciprocity should 
not be confined to our neighbors on the south, but 
should include those to the north of us, and that 
careful consideration of the needs of our country 
will lead our lawmakers to extend the policy 
along lines of latitude as well as of longitude, 


The four negative votes were cast by men 
who questioned the expediency rather than 
the principle of the resolutions—men who 
desired free trade instead of reciprocity—so 
that the Illinois Senators and Representatives 
may rest assured that the unanimous voice of 
the great commercial body of their State and 
of the United States is for the policy which 
will secure free Pan-American markets for 
Western agricultural products. 

In spite of duties which were in some cases 
almost prohibitory, the exports of flour in 
1888. 89 from this country tg the other peoples 
on this hemisphere amounted $15,000,000, or 4 
third of the total exports of thatarticle. Pan- 
American reciprocity, the free interchange of 
the dissimilar products of the nations of the 
Western world, would double and treble the 
above sum of fifteen millions. Lower duties 
would mean increased consumption and in- 
creased reciprocal exchanges. Of the $27,000,- 
000 worth of lard exported in 1888. 89, $6,380, . 
000, or a little less than a quarter, was con- 
sumed by those who dwell between the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Oceans. Take off the duties 
and the consumption would be quadrupled. 
Of these heavier sales the Western farmer and 
the Board of Trade member will reap the 
joint. benefit. 

It will be seen that the board favors reci- 
procity with the Dominion. That is right. 
Its members do not mean, however, the jug 
handle business of other years—a reciprocity 
which was all on one side—but one which shall 
be fair to both parties, Another sentence of 
the resolutions which speaks of reciprocity on 
lines of latitude as well as longitude is a plain 
allusion to the present unjust and offensive 
regulations of Germany and France by which 
American pork is excluded from those coun- 
tries to the detriment of the West, and conse- 
quently of the Board of Trade. That subject, 
however, has just received the attention of 
Congress. A bill has passed both Houses 
which, after providing for a thorough inspec- 
tion of all hog products intended for exporta- 
tion, says that if the President is satisfied that 
any country discriminates unjustly against 
those commodities he may exclude products 
of that foreign State from importation into the 
United States. If Germany excludes pork 
without reason the United States will exclude 
German beet sugar, and that country will 
come to terms. If France excludes American 
pork unjustly French wines and spirits will be 
barred out, and France will come to 
“Retaliation for unfriendly nations; reci- 
procity for friendly ones.“ That should be 
the American motto. 

France and Germany having been attended 
to thus, let the Illinois Congressmen go ahead 
and give the Board of Trade the Pan-American 
reciprocity it asks for. When the men who 
raise the crops and the men who market them 
unite in demanding the adoption of a certain 
policy Congress may rest assured that it should 
be done. oe

THE PRESENTATION OF “JUDAH.” 


The Shaftesbury Theater, London, Filled 
with Members of the Clerical Profession 
Who Wish to Learn Whether a Theater 
Is Really as Bad a Place as It Is Repre- 
sented to Be by Some Dalton, the Amer- 
ican Swimmer, Proposes to Swim Half 
Way Across the Channel Today. 

[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUNE.| 

Lowpox, Aug. 21.—At 2 o’clock today a 
small knot of people stood in front of the 
Shaftesbury Theater. They showed no incli- 
nation to walk inside. Had they done so they 
would have been politely informed that the 
public was not admitted to the afternoon pres- 

entation of “Judah.” It was intended for 
the benefit of the clerical. profession. On no 
other occasion within the memory of “the 
oldest inhabitant” had so many clergy- 
men been seen walking into a real 
theater to witness a real play. They walked 
into the theatre by hundreds. Some briskly 
and with an air of having been there before; 
others hesitatingly, as if not quite sure of the 
propriety of the step they were taking. Some 
were alone, but by far the greater number 
were accompanied by ladies. The clergymen 
were of ali ages and nearly all denominations. 
They filled the boxes, stalls, and balcony. 
Some were content to sit in the gallery. All 
had come upon the invitation of Mr. Willard, 
who desired to convince them, in the easiest 
as well as the most practical way, that a well- 
conducted theatre is by no means a godless 
institution. 

The stillness could not have been more pro- 
nounced had the theater been empty. When 
Eve made her entrance Miss. Hatton must 
have quickly observed that she was not play- 
ing to an ordinary audience, though it soon 
became evident that there was no lack of or- 
dinary human nature in it, even though it did 
not manifest itself at times in the conven- 
tional manner, for obvious reasons. 

The impression made by Mr. Willard as 
Judah Llewellyn was even more marked. He 
may have given some of his clerical brethren 
more than one turn before he quitted the 
stage, but one must be difficult to satisfy if 
he were not convinced before the curtain fell 
for the last time that even as Judah Llewellyn, 
with all his faults, he had been taken to the 
hearts of his clerical auditors. 

As the curtain fell at the close of the first 
act the applause was general and warm. Then 
it was that it became apparent that 
a large proportion of the audience were 
not playgoers. Between the acts there was so 
little conversation that the erchestra must 
have been pleasantly shocked. There was an 
air of greater freedom than had been notice- 
able in the first act in the applause with which 
the second was welcomed. The scene between 
the minister and Vashti, in which the former 
confesses his love for her, was applauded with 
intense earnestness, and laughter was evoked 
by the wildly enthusiastic* manner in which 
Juxon Prall proposed to Miss Jopp, 
and the equally topical manner in which 
that Prall. 


was com- 
menting in a coid-blooded unfilial manner 
upon Nor 
was the laughter less hearty which followed 
his suggestion that his father would simplify 
matters by departing for another world. The 
audience 22 like all other audiences in tes- 
tifying in a burst of tremendous applause to 
its iration of Lady Eve in the dream 
scene. 

At the conclusion of the play in response to 
a demand that would not denied, the cur- 
tain was raised five times. Even this did not 
satisfy the clergymen. They wanted a speech 
from Mr. Willard and, were so much in ear- 
nest about it that they found their tongues. 
Mr. Willard stilled the storm by coming to 
the footlights. 

He was much gratified, he said, by the 
manner in which the play of his fellow-actors 
and himself had been received by such an 
audience as had never been seen before m a 
theater. Twenty years ago such an audience 


would have been impossible. To his 
invitation to the cle he had 
received 1,700 replies. any of those 


who had sent regrets had seen the play. 
Others had seen it twice and some had seen it 
three times. Only eight clergymen had re- 
fused to attend the performance. They gave 
their reasons, and he was bound to admit they 
had given them so plainly that they could not 
be misunderstood. At this the audience 
laughed heartily. He was sorry that even so 
small a number saw proper to exclude them- 
selves from the amusements of people, in- 
stead of trying to purify and elevate them. 
This sentiment was heartily applauded, and 
with every sign of havi been delighted by 
the performance the clerizal audience left the

He Proposes to Make His Appearance in 
the Channel Once More.

Dalton’s alleged swim across the English 
channel has all along been looked upon with 
great suspicion, particularly when he declined 
to allow any reporters of the London papers 
or London reporters of the New York papers 
to accompany him. No one saw him start or 
finish except his own pals, who are pecuniarily 
interested in any glory he might attain. The 
letter in the London Tines, signed by four 
prominent Oxford 1 men who were 
cruising about the channel in a yacht and 
who, getting some inkling of Dalton's inten- 
tiono, determined to watch him, is as follows: 

We have read with astonishment the state- 
ment that one Dalton had started to swim across 


the channel 100 yards from the Boulogne pier 
* — and had eventually

The names of these four Oxford men, while 
they would be unknown in America, are well 
known here, and go far to destroy all confi- 
dence in Dalton’s statements.

DEATH OF COL. MATTHEW QUIGG. 


A Prominent Santa Fe Official Expires at 
Atchison, Kas.—The Obituary Record. 
Arcuison, Kas., Aug.*21.—[Special. ]—Col. 
Matthew Quigg, General Fuel Agent of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé railroad com- 
pany, died at his residence in this city last 
night of-livertrouble.

John A. Fewell Introduces a Resolution 
Providing for Female Suffrage with 
Property Qualifications—The Idea Meets 
with Favor and Is Taken Up by Other 
Delegates, Who Propose but Few Re- 
strictions—Regarded as Affording Safety 
from Negro Supremacy. 

Jackson, Miss., Aug. 21.—A tinge of sen- 
timent colored the proceedings of the Consti- 
tutional Convention today during the progress 
of Delegate John A. Fewell’s speech in sup- 
port of the proposition offered by himself to 
confer suffrage upon ‘women. Mr. Fewell’s 
resolution read as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this convention 
that it Is a condition to solution of 


necessary te 
the franchise problem that the right to vote shall 
enactment to 


be secured by proper constitutional e 
every woman who shall have resided in this State 
six months and who years of age or 
upward, and who shall own or whose husband, 
if she has a husband, own real estate situ- 
ated in this State of the clear value of $300 over 
and above all incumbrances. The votes of every 
woman voting in any election shall be cast by 
some male elector, who be thereunto author- 
ized in writing by such woman entitled to vote: 
such constitutional enactment not to be framed 


so as to grant to women the right to hold office. 

Under the rules the resolution should have 
gone to the Committee on Elective Franchise, 
but by unanimous consent Mr. Fewell was al- 
lowed to take the floor in support of his reso- 
lution. He made the most of his opportunity, 
and in a speech of twenty minutes’ duration 
made a deep impression on all his hearers. 
He urged that a special committée be appoint- 
ed to report upon the question, but the Com- 
mittee on Elective Franchise regarded such a 
reference with the instruction suggested as in- 
fringing upon the prerogative of the Elective 
Franchise Committee, and after two hours’ 
discussion Mr. Fewell struck out the objec. 
tionable clauses of his resolution and had it 
referred in the usual way. 

Delegate Hudson of Yazoo also offered an 
amendment providing for female suffrage, 
with a property and educational qualification. 
This plan also embraces the Australian ballot 
systein. ö : 

The woman-suffrage idea is growing in favor 
among the best minds of the convention, and 
unless safety from negro supremacy can be 
reached by other methods Mr. Fewell’s plan 
or one similar to it will be adopted. 

At 10 o’clock tomorrow morning the judic- 
iary committee will make its report upon the 

uestion submitted by the convention a few 
— ago as to whether the fundamental con- 
ditions embr in the act of Congress of 
1870 readmitting Mississippi into the Union 
are constitutional and binding upon this con- 
vention. It is understood that the committee 
will report against the constitutionality of the 
fundamental conditions advise the conven- 
tion that it is not bound by them. The con- 
vention will probably adjourn tomorrow until 
Monday, there being no business ready for con- 
sideration.

D., today on original packages which applies to

MURDERED FOR HIS MONEY, 


Jerry Cleveland, a Wealthy Resident of 

Wisconsin, Found Dead in His House. 

Asuianp, Wis., Aug. 21.—[Special.]—News 
was received here tody from the eastern part 
of Sawyer County that Jerry Cleveland was 
murdered Tuesday. He was worth between 
$30,000 and $40,000, a great part of which he 
was supposed to have concealed about his 
house in gold coins. Cleveland was an old 
miserly character, unmarried, and afraid to 
leave his money in banks. He lived alone in 
a cabin that stood in the center of a few acres 
of cleared land, surrounded by heavy timber. 
He owned the place where he lived, 
but was not known to possess any other 
real estate. It was and is now believed that 
he had $15,000 or $20,000 in gold hidden away 
somewhere in the woods near his cabin. When 
discovered by a neighbor who came over ona 
trivial errand Cleveland’s body lay on the 
floorin the middle of the cabin. A single 
blow with a hatchet or sharp heavy weapon 
had been dealt him from behind. Ne was 
evidently facing the door when the murderer, 
who had previously concealed himself within 
the hut, struck him. The drawers of an old 
bureau were ransacked and old papers of no 
seeming value were scattered about over the 
floor. e only clew is a coarse red bandana 
handkerchief such as is commonly worn about 
the neck by loggers, which was picked up 
just outside the door.

JOURNEYMEN CARPENTERS IN TROUBLE. 


A Knights of Labor Spy Discovered in the 
Ranks of the Unionists, 

Another spy has been discovered in their 
ranks by the journeymen carpenters, and 
again he belongs to the Knights of Labor. He 
charges one member of the Carpenters’ Coun- 
cil. with intimidation and another with an at- 
tempt to bribe him to leave the city and not 
appear on the witness-stand to prosecute the 
case of intimidation. In return the carpen- 
ters are talking of prosecuting him for per- 
jury. 

His name is Charles Stalker, he lives at No 
1244 West Madison street, and belongs to Lo- 
cal Assembly No. 9272 of the Knights of 
Labor. He came to Chicago from Port 
Huron, Mich. 

The case in which he figures will be on trial 
before Justice Woodman this morning. J. 
W. Ogden, a prominent member of the 
Carpenters’ Council and of its arbitration 
committee, is charged with intimidating 
non-union men who were employed by Con- 
tractor J. E. Tracy on a building near Monroe 
street and Kedzie avenue June 12. There was 
an encounter that day between union and 
non-union men, and Ogden was arrested as 
being implicated in the affair. ; 

When the matter came up for a hearing be- 
fore Justice Woodman last ednesday 
Stalker.admitted on the stand that not lo 
after June 12 he became acquain 
with ‘William Goldie, the President of 
the old Carpenters’ and Builders’ Association, 
and that Mr. Goldie employed him as a de- 
tective to obtain evidence against union men. 
He testified that he saw Ogden in the neigh- 
borhood where the disturbance occurred June 
5 and that Ogden was running away from 
there. 

Being cross-examined by Edward Maher 
the attorney for the carpenters, Stalker sai 
that thegeason he embarked in this detective 
work was that he wanted to revenge himself 
upon the union because he had not been used 


right. 

3 the midst of the examination he suddenly 
said: 

That man there tried to bribe me not to 
give any evidence against Ogden in this case.“ 

He pointed at Edwin A. Meagher, another 
active member of the Carpenters’ Council. 

The statement created a sensation. Meagher 
was taken aback by the charge. 

Lawyer Maher contin to cross-examine 
the witness. Stalker said that after the first 
hearing of the case Aug. 18 he went into a 
saloon near the Justice’s office with Meagher, 
Ogden, Detective Berry, and two men by the 
name of Rozier and Donnelly, and that when 
coming out Meagher spoke to him in the door 
and gave him , asking that he should go to 
Michigan and not be here at the time of the 
trial. Stalker produced a $5 bill in a saloon 
on Clark street and told the story there. De- 
tective Berry heard him aud reported the mat- 
ter to Mr. Maher. , 

The men who were with Stalker in the saloon 
contradict his statement flatly. They say that 
when the party left the saloon Meagher, Rozier, 
and Donnelly walked together while Stalker 
and Berry remained behind. They deny 
that any money or any con- 
versation was had between Meagher and 
Stalker. On the other hand they say 
Stalker admitted that he knew but little about 
the affair he was testifying about, and, al- 
though in sympathy with unions, he wanted 
to get even with the union because some one 
got away with his tool box. 

Stalker further stated that Ogden made a 
confession to him of his alleged complicity in 
the assault on the non-union men, which is 
denied by Ogden. 

At a meeting of the old Boss Carpenters’ 
Association last evening a resolution. was 
adopted reciting that the journeymen had been 
on strike since April 7; that they had assault- 
ed ninety-seven of the men of the 
old bosses, whom five had 
been seriously cut and three 380 
badly injured that they would never be able to 
work any more, and that the old bosses would 
stand by the non- union men now working for 
them. Their employés were warned that the 
strike was only aruse of the union men now 
out of work to get their places. 

The new Boss Carpenters’ and Builders’ As- 
sociation also held a meeting and transacted 
routine business. The members stated that 
the proposed strike was not mentioned, 

The Carpenters’ Council met and adopted a 
communication which was sent to the old 
Master Carpenters, but reached them after 
the meeti adjourned, so that no 
action could be taken. The communication 
sets forth that a strike would cause heavy 
elosses and be a drain upon the resources of 
everybody, and that the interests of the pub- 
lic should be considered and a set- 
tlement reached if possible.

THE CHOLERA IN LONDON 


THAT CITY WILL HAVE AN INCURSION 
OF THE PLAGUE, 


The Consensus of Opinion, However, Is 
That the Disease Will Be Confined to a 


Upon American Tourists—Ohicago Doc- 
tors. Talk About the Possibility of a 
Visitation, 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUNE.) 

Lonpon, Aug. 21.—It seems to be quite on 
the cards that London is now to be subjected 
to an incursion by the cholera, but it is prob- 
able that the disease will be confined to a few 
isolated cases, seeing that autumn is so near at 
hand. What the physicians chiefly fear is that 
after lying dormant during the winter it will 
make an attack all along the line next sum- 
mer. These apprehensions receive strength 
from the fact that within the last few weeks 
there has been an unusual prevalence of chol- 
eraic symptoms. Many of the police have 
been stricken down, and although the disease 
has not as yet developed into the Asiatic type 
there seems to be a general tendency through- 
out the metropolis towards disorders of this 
character. It is likely that the most immedi- 
ate effect will be felt by the traveling public, 
as word comes from Paris that the French au- 
thorities propose to compel those arriving 
from England to submit to quarantine and be 
treated like those now entering France from 
Spain. This rumor naturally alarms travel- 
ers, and Americans are congratulating them- 
selves that they are near the end, instead of at 
the beginning of their summer outing,

DRESSED BEEF RATE WAR. 


A Five Years’ Contract by the Canadian 
Pacific Precipitated the Fight. 
At the meeting of the Joint Committee of 
Trunk Lines and Central Traffic Association 
roads in this city last week Chairman Blanch- 
ard made the following explanation as to the 
causes which led to the present war on dressed 
beef rates to the Hast and why so much diffi- 
culty is found in adjusting the troubles: 

“ When the reduction in dressed beef rates 
took effect last May the rates for two years to 
New England points had been 45cents via the 
main line of the Grand Trunk and 48 cents via 
all other lines, to Boston and Boston points. 
Before May 1 it was reported that a contract 
had been made by the Wabash and Canadian 
Pacific roads which those who were understood 
to have seen it reported to be a five-year con- 
tract, with a maximum of 45 cents and a min- 
imum of 30 cents and a mileage rate to be al- 
lowed of one cent per mile when the rate 
was above 80 cents. At and below that 
rate the mileage was to be three-fourths 
of one cent per mile. When General-Manager 
4 of the Wabash attended the meeting 
in New York he stated that he did not under- 
stand that this mileage rate also applied to 
provision cars. Ata meeting when this con- 
tract was discussed upon the terms alleged to 
have been made Vice-President Thompson of 
the Pennsylvania that his company 
would probably decline to allow more than 
three-fourths of one cent per mile, but re- 
served the right to meet the difference by a 
concession in the rates or otherwise on 
beef or provision cars. Notice had also 
been given by President Newell of the 
Lake Shore of his dissent from a 
longer continuance of the former differentials. 
The record showed that there was no present 
agreement of the joint committee which cov- 
ered the question at issue, and although the 
differentials had continued for approximately 
two years at three cents, and in prior years at 
various amounts, there was no fixed rule of 
the joint committee that required any man- 
ager who dissented frem them to ere to 
those differentials; nor did they prescribe his

1. That the arbitration proceed from the 
rates as they now stand (basis of 30 cents to 
Boston and New York). 

2. On behalf of Mr. Newell, that rates be 
restored via all routes to 45 cents and arbitra- 
tion proceed from that basis.
